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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 5, which claim(s) does(do) this claim depend upon? 

Claims 1,2,16,18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fullemann (4,863,695). 

Fullemann teaches (Figures 1, 3) a mandrel, comprising: hollow structure 28 with 
ends; lead-in portion 46 on the distal end; first cylindrical portion (immediately below 
seal 26, and immediately above element 46 in Figure 1 ) that has a first diameter; 
second cylindrical portion (element 20) adjacent the first cylindrical portion, the second 
portion having a diameter greater than the first diameter; a first raised band 26 upon the 
first diameter, the band contacting the wall of the tip to form a seal; and second raised 
band 30 on the second cylindrical portion, the second band having a diameter greater 
than the second exterior diameter of the second cylindrical portion, the second band 
contacting the interior wall of the pipette tip to form a second seal. 

Claim 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
